Tho history of the stockraising industry in Crow W ing county 
as it is throughout the greater part of Minnesota, is all centered 
around the dairying industry from a cattle 'standpoint. 
Unlike 
many of tho western states Minnesota has never been a cattle 
country, although stock has been raised very extensively for the 
dairying industry. The feeding for finished beef was not followed 
in the early days by the pioneers even though they were resorting 
to all the inexpensive means of gaining a livelihood. 
Today there 
are large profits to be gained in the stockraising industry but 
again it is in the raising of pure-bred dairv stock from the cattle 
standpoint and the production of hogs, poultry and some sheep. 
To give the roader an insight to the ainee that time* the dairying Indus 
conditions as they bear on the stock 
raising industry of the county It is 
well to revert to same early day his« 
tory. 
The first settlers in Crow Wing 
county who began coming in after 
the great influx of 
settlers 
in 
tile 
state of Minnesota in the year I sr,7, 
engaged in w heat 
raising 
largely 
and the virgin soil yielded largely, 
producing from tw enty 
to 
thirty 
bushels to the acre each year. 
In later years, however, came crop 
failures and an ever lessening pro­ 
duction per acre. 
The failing prices 
of the ensuing years combined with 
other factors to create unfavorable 
sentiment 
to w ards the 
raising of 
wheat. 
The great decline 
in 
the 
raising of wheat really .started in 
1878 and coincident with this period 
the farmers began tu r n in g their a t ­ 
tention to diversified farming, stork- 
rasing 
and 
dairying. 
The 
pro­ 
gress 
in 
dairying, 
however, 
in 
those 
times 
was 
very 
slow. 
The early settlers brought with them 
a few cows for milk and beef produc­ 
tion for home consumption iiut it was 
not until after the wheat failure that 
stockraising was considered a lead­ 
ing factor In farm endeavor. 
Fol­ 
lowing the decline in wheat produc­ 
tion shorthorn* and 
nativq cattle 
were bred and a portion of the large 
w heat fields turned into pastures and 
meadows. 
However, 
large 
herds 
were the exception r a th e r th a n the 
rule and dairying was conducted only 
on a small scale. 
At that time agricultural experi­ 
m enting was only in Its Infancy and 
modern scientific methods were u n ­ 
known. 
Corn 
brought from 
more 
southern sta te r and 
planted 
h e n 
and w*as an u ncertain crop owing to 
the later springs and earlier falls of 
this section. It was believed th at only 
tame grasses such as tim othy and 
clover could be 
raised. 
Without, 
corn or grasses Crow Wing county 
beef could not compete with th e bet­ 
ter class of stock sold on the m a r k ­ 
et, nor 
could 
extensive 
dairying 
flourish under the circumstances. 
A 
few herds were gathered annually 
end shipped to the western plains 
and ranges for grazing. 
Horses were 
raised to some extent and sold for 
a time at a profit In the N orthw est­ 
ern markets, principally the cities 
Cattle raising, however, under such 
disadvantages, brought little if any 
profit, and th e m a rke t value o f . the 
horse soon fell. 
T hen came th e heavy production 
of corn, the finding of 
the 
proper 
class of crop products that would 
grow and m a tu re profusely here and 


try has been growing steadily which 
in tu rn has bro u g h t about a great 
impetus to the s t c e k r a M n g industry 
in the production of cattle and th. 
raising of hogs as an auxiliary occu­ 
pation to dairying. 
Today Crow Wing county has 15,- 
342 head of cattle w ithin its bounds 
and there is very little* range stock 
These cattle are used in th.* produc­ 
tion of the $500,000.00 
worth 
of 
d airy products produced in this coun­ 
ty eac h ye ar and c onsist In main of 
Holsteins, 
Guernseys, 
M i l k i n g 
Shorthorns and Jerseys.

ar.* valued at $713,478.00, 
Of the 
total number only 1.806 arc c lased 
as beef animals, show ing conclusive­ 
ly that the 
raising 
of 
cattle 
is 
largely dependent upon the dairying 
industry and the raising of dairy 
stock. 
There are 192 pure bred a n ­ 
imals in the county, of which 77 are 
males and 115 are females. 
More 
and more pure bred sires are being 
brought into the* county for the p ur­ 
pose of upgrad in g the dairy herds. A 
ready demand is always found for 
the surplus anim als of the farmers 
raising pure breds, w hich the owner 
will sell for breeding purposes. 
The 
cattle Industry is g row ing rapidly 
from the dairying sta n d p o in t 
but 
very little stock is fed out for beef 
purpose^. 
With the increased use of the pro­ 
cess for tub e rc u lar testing and the 
organization of cow te sting associa­ 
tions. the futu re of the livestoc k in­ 
d u stry of the county is assured. 
Th.* 
cream* ries want the b u tte r fat and 
the hogs and calves need the skim 
milk and the farmers of this section 
ere constantly d em an d in g any s u r ­ 
plus anim als of those who are rais­ 
in g good dairy stock. 
Thus it can 
be seen th a t there are many a d v a n ­ 
tages to be gained in the stockrais­ 
ing in dustry in this section of th* 
state from a cattle standpoin t but 
not in the sense of the production of 
beef animals. 
Mauy people in asking a bout the 
cattle possibilities refer to It from 
th e standpoint of producing large 
herds for beef or for feeders on the 
various markets. 
There 
is 
more 
money being made today In the c a t ­ 
tle business in f r o w W ing county 
th a n in any of the w'estern cattle 
sections, In the sense above referred 
to, so uth west or northw est, b ut it 
Is th ro u g h the mediu m of th e produc­ 
tion of pure bred anim als 
and 
of 
dairy products. 
R anches are never 
referred to-here In th e

COUNT THE DUST PARTICLES 


Scientists 
of 
United 
States 
D epart­ 
ment of A gricu lture A re Investi­ 
gating the Atmosphere. 


In connection with the solar radia­ 
tion 
work 
of the 
weather bureau, 
fulled States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, a daily count is being made of 
the number of dust particles In the at­ 
mosphere. ut Washington. 
To make 
the count, the air pressure within the 
dust counter in suddenly decreased, 
causing a line of dust to bo^preclpl- 
tated on glass, where the particles nre 
counted with a microscope having a 
magnification of l.ooo diameters. 
On 
quiet mornings as many as 8.000 dust 
particles per cubic centimeter have 
been counted, but on clear mornings 
following 
precipitation 
the 
number 
drops to ir.n. 
Most of the particles appear to he 
extremely 
fine minerals or 
organic 
matter from the earth’s surface^ al­ 
though some unconsumed carbon from 
smoke, gypsum and calcite from build 
lug operations, and dlntomnoeous mn

T he decision of the Minnesota supreme court “that when 
bonds have been issued pursuant to vote by the people the school 
board must levy a tax sufficient to meet interest and principal as 
they m ature" is a far-reaching one. 
Those who had sought to re­ 
strain a school district from proceeding with a school building, 
claimed, using an old statute to support their claim, that no tax 
exceeding eight mills on the dollar may be levied tor the pur­ 
chase1 of school sites or the erection of school buildings. 
The Minnesota supreme court has ruled that a school board 
may levy taxes of over eight mills on the dollar and that it is their 
duty to raise the money required to pay the interest and retire 
bonds that have been voted by the people. 
In making this deci­ 
sion the supreme court held that those seeking to restrain the 
school board failed to prove that the Ijoard had undertaken to 
erect a building that was unreasonably costly. 
Looking to the 
needs of the children and the adults of the community to be served 
by the school, the court held that the building under construction 
was not extravagantly planned. 
There is a tendency to build inadequate school buildings be­ 
cause these arc built from public funds. Better barns than schools 
are found in many communities. 
The barns built by the farmers 
tp house stock are more carefully built than are schools for the 
children of the community. 
Nor is this true of the rural districts 
alone. 
In our cities, hotels, business houses, depots and banks, to 
name only a few of the buildings, are carefully planned for the 
purpose they are to serve, and are built at a great cost, while 
school buildings are inadequate and are not arranged to meet the 
best educational requirements# 
Doubtless there have been cases where the buildings planned 
and built have been out of proportion to the wealth of the com­ 
munity, and built at such cost that they have placed a staggering 
burden upon the community. 
Moderation should rule in this as 
in other things. 
School buddings should be in keeping with the 
other buildings in a community when they are built out of funds 
raised by the community, 
lf outside funds, coming from the 
state, make it possible to build more elaborate buildings than the ' vear 192 !

A FAR-KE ACHING DEC IMO.* 


T he decision of the Minnesota supreme court “that when 
bonds have been issued pursuant to vote by the people the school 
board must levy a tax sufficient to meet interest and principal as 
they m ature” is a far-reaching one. 
Those who had sought to re­ 
strain a school district from proceeding with a school building, 
claimed, using an old statute to support their claim, that no tax 
exceeding eight mills on the dollar may be levied for the pur­ 
chase of school sites or the erection of school buildings. 
The Minnesota supreme court has ruled that a school board 
may levy taxes of over eight mills on the dollar and that it is their 
duty to raise the money required to pay the interest and retire 
bonds that have been voted by the people. 
In making this deci­ 
sion the supreme court held that those seeking to restrain the 
school board failed to prove that the board had undertaken to 
erect a building that was unreasonably costly. 
Looking to the 
needs of the children and the adults of the community to be served 
by the school, the court held that the building under construction 
was not extravagantly planned. 
There is a tendency to build inadequate school buildings be­ 
cause these are built from public funds. Better barns than schools 
are found in many communities. 
The barns built by the farmers 
to house stock are more carefully built than are schools for the 
children of the community. 
Nor is this true of the rural districts 
alone. 
In our cities, hotels, business houses, depots and banks, to 
name only a few of the buildings, are carefully planned for the 
purpose they are to serve, and are built at a great cost, while 
school buildings are inadequate and are not arranged to meet the 
best educational requirements. 
Doubtless there have been cases where the buildings planned 
and built have been out of proportion to the wealth of the com­ 
munity, and built at such cost that they have placed a staggering 
burden upon the community. 
Moderation should rule in this as 
in other things. 
School buildings should be in keeping with the 
other buildings in a community when they are built out of funds 
raised by the community. 
If outside funds, coming from the 
state, make it possible to build more elaborate buildings than the 
wealth of the community makes wise, that is an entirely different 
matter. 
Nothing is more important in a democracy than proper 
school facilities but extravagance here as elsewhere is not to be 
encouraged. 
Itigh taxation may result in unfortunate conditions 
that even splendid, palatial school buildings cannot eradicate. 
School boards should not be more conservative in building for 
children than they would be in building for themselves, but they 
should use the same intelligence and economy in building schools 
that they use in building business houses, hotels, homes and barns.
